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Claims 2-17, 19-20, 22-24, 26 are now currently pending in this application. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration filed on 3-19-04 has been considered but NOT 
ENTERED , as it raises new issues and requires the Examiner to institute new rejections. The 
amendment has not been entered for the following reasons; 

In response to the previous Office action applicant has cancelled some claims and 
amended claims 34-35. The amended claim 34 raises new issues which requires the Examiner to 
initiate a new rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2"^ paragraph if the amendment were to be entered. 
The amendment introducing "part (c)" is unclear or confusing to the Examiner. It appears that 
applicant intends to claim a degenerate polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO:7. However, the phrase 
"but which permits the expression of a protein which can be expressed using SEQ ID NO:7" is 
unclear and confusing. 

Furthermore, claim 34 also continues to suffer from lack of written description under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph. Applicant's amendment of claim 34 by deleting the fragments of SEQ 
ID NO:7 and limiting to the polynucleotides "capable of hybridizing under stringent conditions" 
provides the structural aspects of the polynucleotide but is silent on functional aspects. 

In summary the request for reconsideration filed on 3-19-04 has been considered but 
NOT ENTERED . All previous rejections are maintained for reasons of record.
